2010 Selectmen’s Report 


For the second year in a row changes abounded for the Board of selectmen. 2010 started off with Ray 
Aube continuing to very ably serve as appointed Selectman. The Board thanks him for his dedicated 
service to the town. In March Ted Wier was elected to the Board and in August replaced Ken Lee as 
Chairman. Change continued in September when Michele Cormier was appointed to the Board to fill 
the seat of the retired icon Ken Lee. Fortunately we have 18 year veteran John Turner to keep us in line. 


After considerable delay the Carlton Brook Bridge project was completed. Unfortunately the road had 
to remain closed a little longer then we had hoped and we thank all of you for your patience. The Town 
now has a bridge that should serve us well for many years to come. It appears that more than one way 
was used to travel between Route 2 and Durand Rd., and to the residents who put up with this a big 


thank you! 


In May the Randolph Hill Road reconstruction project started in earnest with three engineering firms 
responding to a request for ’Statement Of Qualification.” Each firm was taken on a walking tour of the 
road to better enable them to see the problems and concerns, and asked to return in June witha 
presentation showing how they proposed to attack the project. All three returned with excellent 
presentations and after much discussion the Board selected H .E. Bergeron of No. Conway. Following a 
series of negotiations a final Letter of Agreement was signed in early September. 


On August 3" the first of three Public Input sessions on the road project was held. This as well as the 
October and December sessions were very well attended and provided much valuable input for 
determining the final product. 


Currently we are on schedule for a late spring start. Next summer will be a very interesting and at times 
perplexing period, but your Board is sure that with your help and understanding we will get through it; 
Randolphians are a resilient group. In the end a major road problem will be corrected, saving wear and 
tear on all Town, commercial and personal vehicles that travel on Randolph Hill Road. 


The Town purchased a new heavy duty plow truck in April, and it was decided to keep the old truck as a 
backup. This will allow flexibility in handling big storms or breakdowns of equipment. 


Our perpetual leak at the municipal building was repaired in December. Our thanks go to a local 
company, Bowman Builders, for coming up with a solution. 


2010 was a tough year for the swimming pool area, starting with a washout of the walkway over the 
dam in early August when 2.62 inches of rain fell in two days. Another washout occurred in early 
October when we received 2.92 inches of rain in two days, and the final washout occurred in mid- 
December when 3.34 inches of rain fell in two days and 14.5 inches of snow melted at the same time. 
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This time the water reached far enough up the slope to capture the raft. So far we have located only a 
few boards and a float. 


As for the roads, fortunately the Road Agent had brushed and cleaned the ditches; for all of us who feel 
the ditches are too deep, they aren’t. The final results of this storm will be evaluated in the spring. 


The Board is looking forward to the challenges of 2011 and with your help we can meet them. But 
remember, if you know of a problem and don’t tell us about it, we can do nothing to solve it.

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Randolph Public Library Report 2010 


The Randolph Library continued to grow and settle into our new building during 2010. This 
year marked the construction of the Garden area in front of the Library. Much planning, 
preparation, and planting went into this project and we are grateful to the many volunteers that 
helped. It will be a wonderful sight this spring when that big pile of snow out front melts and we 
are greeted by a beautiful patio, walkway and garden. Also added this year was a 300+ 
collection of musical CD’s covering a large range of genres. A children’s program was added 
entitled “Hop-Off-The-Bus” which enables school age children to come spend an hour at the 
library after school on Wednesdays. Children enjoy snacks, stories, games and activities. This is 
in addition to the Story Hour Program that takes place each summer. Adult patrons enjoyed a fall 
Artists Film Series during the month of November. 


The library was open a total of 14 hours per week with 10 hours of paid staffing and 4 hours of 
volunteer staffing. Annual usage figures remained steady for 2010 with 1662 visitors and a total 
circulation of 2632 items. There was a large increase in interlibrary loans of 282, up from last 
year’s total of 177. 


The year-round operation and connection with the Town Hall facility brings together many 
different groups offering a wide range of offerings on a weekly basis. Many of these activities 
are organized and run by our “Friends of the Randolph Library” group, which continues to 
support the Library in many ways. 


Again, it has been a privilege to serve you as librarian, along with the help of Assistant Librarian 
Rodney Hayes, and our dedicated volunteers. I extend my sincere appreciation to all the 
Trustees, volunteers, Friends, and patrons who help make this such a wonderful community 
resource, and a special thanks to all the children who love to hear stories and make my 
Wednesday afternoons so enjoyable.

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Cemetery Report 


There is very little cemetery news to report for 2010. There have been no sightings of 
moose or bears. No construction activity of any kind. True, there were three cremation 
burials in the Old cemetery and even one sale of a plot in the New cemetery (no plots 
available in the Old cemetery: it’s full)... But, all in all, life in the two cemeteries has 
been pretty dead. 


There is one activity that deserves a fuller report, however. Last fall we completed a 
survey of plot layouts, covering the upper tier of gravesites in the New cemetery. The 
survey provides precise layouts for 249 plots — enough to fill our needs for about 50 
years. The survey (done by surveyor Colin Sutherland of Lancaster) gives us an orderly 
map for developing the upper half of the cemetery. The map is on file at Lowe’s, in 
possession of Suzie Lowe Santos. As you will see from the following paragraphs there 
are tricky policy issues that involve balancing off freedom of choice for purchasers and 
preservation of an orderly process of cemetery development. 


The size of each plot is a standard 6’ x 10’, large enough for one “full burial” (i.e. a 
casket) or several cremation containers. Single plots have been priced uniformly at $300, 
the lowest price of several cemeteries we checked within the region. Anyone wishing to 
have a family area larger than a single plot will need to purchase more than one plot. All 
plot owners will be expected to buy and install four granite corner markers delineating 
their gravesite. These granite corner markers can be purchased, and installed, by 
Nicoletti Memorials of Berlin at a total cost of $140 (these will show a family 
identification letter on the upper face; the cost is $100 without the optional identification 
letter). In order to help locate individual plots the surveyor has placed some 20 granite 
markers, plus over 100 metal spikes, in the ground (these locators are also shown on the 
finished cemetery map). 


In order to avoid a higgeldy-piggeldy hodge-podge of grave and headstone layouts the 
development plan provides for a standard east-west orientation of gravesites for about 
half the surveyed area. The western half of the area, however, rotates the standard 
orientation 45 degrees to the south so that graves in that area will face the mountains. 
Purchasers will be allowed to buy plots in either of the two orientations, although they 
will be restricted within their section to certain areas to protect the orderly development 
of the cemetery. Although it is expected that the N-S orientation may be more popular 


than the E-W orientation, there is very little difference in one’s “view of the mountains” 
during the cold months when the leaves are off the trees! 


The above rules are tentative and may have to be modified in the future as we try to 


balance off competing considerations.

2010 Annual Report of the 
Randolph Conservation Commission 


The role of a town conservation commission is to insure “... proper 
utilization and protection of the natural resources and for the protection of 
watershed resources of said...town. Such commission shall conduct 
researches into its local land and water areas....It shall keep an index of all 
marshlands, swamps and all other wet lands in a like manner, and may 
recommend to the...selectmen...a program for the protection, development 
or better utilization of all such areas.” (RSA 36-A:2) 


The focus for the Randolph Conservation Commission this year has centered 
on the Route 2 corridor west of Bowman Divide along the Israel River, 
specifically targeting the wetlands and water-related resources in that area 
which are not already protected from development. 


The RCC has worked closely with the Randolph Planning Board to insure 
cooperation and consensus between the two local entities. Generally, the 
Planning Board is supporting the RCC beginning a wetlands survey with the 
Israel River drainage. 


The Commission has contacted Watershed to Wildlife, Inc. “...to identify, 
assess, map, and rank, water resources and wetlands within the portion of the 
Israel River watershed..., focusing on the non-conserved areas— 
approximately 710 acres of the Town.” At the time of this writing no 
definitive action has been taken regarding the W to W proposal. 


It is the concensus of the members of RCC that unprotected wetlands should 
be protected—if appropriate—and that one of the key missions of this body 
is to insure preservation of the long-range water resources for the Town. We 
are also agreed that being proactive is vital and to do nothing is an untenable 
position for the Commission.

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Randolph Forest Commission 
2010 Annual Report 


In May the Randolph Community Forest was selected by the American Tree Farm system’s 
national office for an audit to determine compliance with National Tree Farm standards. 
Whereas the Randolph Community Forest is one of only a few tree farms in the Northeast in 
excess of 10,000 acres, the national office was very interested is seeing firsthand the good work 
taking place on the Randolph Community Forest. 


A copy of our stewardship plan was provided to the auditor and on May 21“ our forester 
participated in an inspection of several locations on the Community Forest. The feedback from 
the audit committee is that we represented the New Hampshire Tree Farm System well, and that 
we met all compliance standards as required by the National Tree Farm Program. 


With the successful acquisition and addition to the Community Forest of the 10 acre parcel of 
land at the end of Randolph Hill Road the next phase of the Mt. Crescent Trailhead Project is 
being undertaken to design and construct the trailhead and parking area on this now permanently 
protected parcel of land. 


To further facilitate this process the Forest Commission hosted two public hearings this past 
summer which were held to elicit input from abutters, residents of the town, and other interested 
parties as to what features they would like to see incorporated into the final design and 
construction of the trailhead and parking area. The Forest Commission is also coordinating its 
design work with the Randolph Mountain Club who have commissioned a trails design specialist 
to assist in the relocation of the hiking trails as necessary to interface with the parking area and 
proposed trailhead location. It is anticipated that a final design will be ready for review during 
the upcoming year. 


In August the Forest Commission sponsored the annual Community Forest Tour which was very 
well attended with more than 30 participants taking part. The tour focused on public awareness 
and education of projects on the forest and the interconnectivity of a working forest landscape. 


After a presentation by our forestry team at the town hall, participants travelled to the end of the 
Randolph Hill Road and stopped at the newly acquired 10 acre parcel and proposed parking area 
to discuss some possible design features of this project. The tour then made a stop at one of the 
portable bridges which are used to facilitate temporary stream crossings for forestry activities. 
These bridges provide access for logging trucks and machinery to cross perennial streams with 
the benefit being a much reduced impact to the stream bed than would occur if culverts were 
installed or permanent bridges were to be built. 


Tour participants continued to one of the log landings that had been used during recent winter 
harvest activities and which had recently been reclaimed through the removal of rocks and 
stumps and then fertilized and seeded for wildlife. The tour then proceeded to several other 
harvest areas to review the regeneration that was taking place and to discuss the management and 
silvilcultural practices being implemented by our forestry team. 
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A final stop was made at a large beaver dam where participants learned about a series of 
transects which were being completed on the forest. It was explained to the group that the 
transects were strategically established and located to monitor areas such as wetlands, beaver 
ponds, vernal pools, Montane forest areas, permanent openings, early successional habitat, dense 
softwood stands, mature hardwood stands, riparian zones, ledge outcrops, areas of slopes and 
edge type habitats. 


Now that these transects have been established, the Forrest Commission would welcome 
individuals or groups to propose any projects or surveys that would utilize this valuable study 
resource. 


In September, the Pillsbury Timber Sale located off of the Pond of Safety Road was advertised 
and shown to perspective buyers, having been delayed one year due to weak timber markets. 


Bids were received from several local loggers and the two year contract was awarded to 
Timberwolf logging located in Littleton, New Hampshire. Work is anticipated to take place this 
winter with weather and timber markets permitting. The area to be harvested will primarily be 
located on the eastern side of the Pond of Safety Road and will continue to utilize a management 
philosophy of creating timber stand diversity through our harvesting techniques. 


In other work accomplished throughout the year, our forestry team continued with the 
administration of the Jim Town Timber Sale, and the closeout work of that completed timber 
harvest which included installing water bars, cleaning up log landings and seeding skid trails and 
other affected areas. 


In continuation with our wildlife habitat improvement work, 10.2 acres of permanent openings 
were seeded, and an additional 30 acres of early successional habitat were identified and which 
will be created as a part of our timber harvest activities. An additional 8 acres of softwood 
timber stand improvement work was completed which will encourage and improve winter habitat 
important to wildlife and will assist in increasing habitat diversity in the forest. 


We also worked with the Waumbek Methna Snowmobile Club to relocate a snowmobile trail 
which would better serve the purposes of the snowmobile community as well as provide an 
additional buffer to several landowners located near the trail. 


The new parking area at the entrance to the Community Forest on the Pond of Safety Road has 
been completed and now provides public parking and access to the western portion of the forest 
for all user groups. 


This year marks the 10" anniversary of the creation of the Randolph Community Forest. The 


Forest Commission is in the process of making plans to memorialize this event, and will be 
making public announcements as plans get finalized for this important anniversary celebration.

During the year the Planning Board worked on several updates to the Subdivision Regulations. 
After a public hearing was held the proposed changes were approved by the Board. 


The Board is also making several proposed changes to the Land Use Ordinance and which to 
become effective must be voted upon in the affirmative at the town meeting in March. 


e Section 5.01 Lot size. The Board is recommending that land to be included in the 80,000 
sq. ft. minimum required for a building lot should be “conjoint” as defined as joined 
together, united, and combined rather than being scattered throughout the lot. 


e Section 3.07. This section defines a driveway but for the purposes of this proposed 
amendment it updates this section to reflect changes in land use statutes and replaces the 
term “cluster development” to now read “open space development.” 


e Section 3.25. Again a house cleaning recommendation to change the wording from the 
older standard of “cluster development” to reflect changes in statute to now read “open 
space development.” 


e Section 4.02 (C) Other uses: The Board is recommending adding “maple syrup 
production” to this section. 


e Section 4.03 The Board is recommending that a special exception shall be considered 
abandoned if there has been no exercise of such activity for a period of 5 years. 


In March the Board hosted the annual Municipal Law Update meeting which consisted of a 
review of any new laws passed by the legislature and an explanation and discussion of how they 
may affect the future planning and current subdivision and land use regulations as adopted by the 
town. 


This past fall the Board reviewed and approved a minor lot line adjustment between two abutters 
at the west end of town. This project did not create any new lots or parcels of land but did solve 
an encroachment issue where years ago a garage had been built too close to the abutting owners 

property line. 


During the year the Board attended to several items involving the Randolph Community Forest. 
As outlined in the Town Forest Ordinance, the Planning Board has the authority and duty to 
approve the adoption and any amendments to the Town Forest Stewardship Plan as well as 
approving the forest management budget as proposed by the Forest Commission. 


The Planning Board meets on the first Thursday of each month and the public is invited 
and encouraged to attend.

2010 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


The AVRRDD 2010 Budget apportionment for our member municipalities totaled $456,700. A 
surplus of $245,659.21 from the 2009 budget was used to reduce apportionments with a net budget of 
$211,040.79 being billed to the member municipalities. The proportionate share of the credit for the Town 
of Randolph was $2,353.87 reducing your gross apportionment of $5,476.93 to $3,123.06. Preliminary 
reconciliation of the 2010 budget shows a surplus of approximately $209,586.63 being available to credit 
toward 2011 apportionments. In addition, for 2011, member municipalities will only be billed fifty percent 
(50%) of their net apportionment due with the other fifty percent (50%) being covered by the Mt. Carberry 
Landfill Budget. 


Our Materials Recycling Facility marketed a total of 2,358.45 tons of recyclables, for the period 
January 1, 2010 through December 31, 2010, representing $133,652.68 of marketing income to the District. 


For calendar year 2010, our Transfer Station received 2,592 deliveries from District residents for a 
total of 699.62 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris. In addition, our 274 
commercial accounts delivered 267.13 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris and 
405.67 tons of wood. Recycling at the Transfer Station consisted of 1,334.22 tons of wood that was 
processed through a grinder, 422.02 tons of scrap metal 220.80 tons of leaf and yard waste and 327.33 tons 
of brush which was chipped with the District owned chipper. In addition, 387 refrigerators/air 
conditioners; 801 propane tanks; 5,131 tires; 21,280 feet of fluorescent bulbs; 957 fluorescent U tubes and 
HID lamps; 474 pounds of ballasts and 59.88 tons of electronics were recycled. We also received 2,340 
gallons of waste oil from our residents which was used in our waste oil furnace to heat the recycling center. 
Transfer Station recycling income totaled $49,244.75. The Recycling Center and Transfer Station are 
operated, under contract with the District, by FERCO Recycling, Inc. of Berlin. 


Election of officers was held at the District Annual Meeting in April 2010: Linda Cushman of 
Jefferson was re-elected Chairman; Ray Aube of Randolph was elected Vice Chairman and Clara Grover of 
Errol was re-elected Secretary-Treasurer. Other District Representatives are: Allen Wentworth of 
Dummer, Yves Zornio of Gorham, Thomas McCue of Berlin, Paul Grenier for the Coos County 
Unincorporated Places, Mickey Miller of Milan, Winston Hawes of Northumberland and George Bennett 
of Stark. 


. In June, the District conducted its nineteenth annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day. 
The collection was held at the District Transfer Station with 279 households participating. The project was 
funded through the District Household Hazardous Waste Fund with a $20,000 payment from the Mt. 
Carberry Landfill Budget. No assessment was made to the District communities. In addition, a grant from 
the State of New Hampshire reimbursed the District at nineteen cents ($.19) per capita. The next 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day will be held Saturday, June 4, 2011 at the District Transfer 
Station. 


2010 was the eighth year of operations for the AVRRDD- Mt. Carberry Landfill. Since 
purchasing the landfill in December 2002, no assessments have been made to the District municipalities for 
Mt. Carberry Landfill operations, with income raised through landfill tipping fees covering operating 
expenses. The landfill is operated, under contract with the District, by Cianbro Corp.

To the Town of Randolph: 


The Gorham Community Learning Center has served children from the Gorham, Shelburne, and 
Randolph communities since 1978. We provide fully accredited year-round child care, preschool, 
toddler and school-age programs. We have been a self-sustaining not-for-profit corporation since 1987. 
The recent economic downturn in our community and beyond has had a severe financial impact on our 
programs’ ability to meet our financial commitments while maintaining our high quality standards. 
Donations from United Way, County Incentive Fund, and fundraising efforts have decreased over 75%. 
As a result, our current cost per child for a full day child exceeds our current daily tuition rate of $33 per 
child. To remain accessible to all families we cannot pass these increases on to them. For the first time 
ever, we have had to turn to you, the taxpayers for help in sustaining our essential programs. The 
money raised through our petition article will be used to offset a portion of the increases in operating 
expenses. 


In 2010 GCLC served 98 children residing in the GRS school district. These preschool children will enter 
kindergarten with an excellent foundation of social, physical and pre-academic skills that the schools can 
build upon. As part of an excellent collaborative relationship, both the GCLC and the Ed Fenn school are 
teaching from the same handwriting and phonics curriculum. Other educational enhancement 
programs between GRS school district and GCLC such as “Reading Buddies” and “Transitioning to 
Kindergarten” provide enrichment to the children at no additional cost. 


The programs of the Gorham Community Learning Center are critical not only to the students who use 
our Center, but to the community and ultimately to the Valley as a whole. An overview of the results 
from 19 quality care and education studies shows that children who participate in high-quality programs 
are more likely to be successful in school. Investing early in a child’s life by building a good foundation 
for learning can save taxpayers a tremendous amount of money. Investing in quality preschool saves 
$7.16 for every $1 invested. Your $1,500 support could potentially see $10,740 in savings in the long 
run. 


Business leaders know an investment in childcare in not just a nice thing to do —it just makes good 
business sense. It is a decision that helps them recruit from a larger talent pool; retain committed and 
motivated workers; and be more creative and productive. Employers find that effective early care and 
education programs can be critical to their success by helping companies recruit and retain workers, 
improving workers’ productivity, and reducing absenteeism and tardiness. 


It is with your support that we will be able to continue to provide our quality programs that our children 
deserve and parents expect.
